The figures recorded at this stage 
foreshadaws clearly how nearly equal 
both the popular vote and the mem- 
hership of the house of commons 
stands.

They argue that a bare majority is not 
enough, No country with a written 
constitution, such as the United 
States, they point out, can make such 
changes by a mere majority, ; 
The position of the Nationalists is 
unfair, With them all questions are 
inferior to home rule, The tariff re- 
formers claim they are all protection- 
ists if they could vote that way, and 
point out that they are opposed to the 
increase in whiskey taxes, Home Rule 
is not likely to get far next session 
according to well-voiced politicians, 
because the reform of the house of 
lords, which the prime minister. has 
written at the head of his program, 
promises a great struggle. 


Farmers Rushing Machinery West 

Winnipeg.—Evidence of the develop- 
ment Western Canada is destined to 
achieve this year is already being re- 
corded in the hooks of the freight de- 
partment of local railways. 

There has been during this month a 
very consiberable movement in spring 

- farm implements, much larger than is 
usual at this early stuge in the year's 
progress.

Ottawa.—At the first business meet- 
ing of the commission of conservation 
held here, Hon, Frank Cochrane, of 
the Ontario government, who presided, 
called on Dr, Fernow, dean of the 
faculty of forestry in Toronto Univers- 
ity, to speak on forestry. 

Dealing with the subject of public 

ownership of forest lands, Dr. Fernow 
showed the wonderful success result- 
ing in countries where the state con- 
trolled the lumber business. He sug- 
ested that a Royal commis.ion be 
formed, or as the chairman had sug- 
ested, a committee be formed to loo 
nto these matters. Dr. J. W. Robert- 
son addressed the meeting on ‘Con. 
servation of Agricultural Spesources.” 
The conditions existing in Canada 
and the United States he said were 
practically concurrent. In the west 
there was a tendency for men to take 
what they wanted from the land, get 
rich and let mother earth look after 
itself. Agriculture implied suppres- 
sion of weeds, restraint of demaving 
diseases and preservation of beauty 
and fertility. 

The address of Dr. P. H. Bryce, 
chief medical inspector of the depart- 
ment of the interior, was very popular 
because he was well understood. In 
brief he suggested measures for the 
maintenance and the improvement of 
public health. His basic assumption 
was that science can now keep the 
resident of a densely-populated city 
in as fine a physical condition as a 
{nomad, Dr. Bryce named several es- 
sentials to public health—a better 
quality of milk entailing the probably 
municipalization of our milk supply, 
better school inspection of chil ‘ren, 
rigorous methods to stop the pollu- 
tion of rivers, the common sense 
treatment of the tuberculosis problem 
and greater care to prevent railway 
and industrial accidents. 


A Corn That Will Ripen in the West 

Winnipeg.—One of the exhibits at 
the Fargo, North Dakota, corn show 
that has created great attention and 
surprise, was one sent from here by E. 
A. Blow, @ newspaper man who has 
been experimenting quietly for five or 
six years to Broduge corn that would 
ripen here and be of commercial value. 

Reports from Fargo says the exhibit

Such 


is the Latest Report of the 
Terrible Accident Near 
Webbwood ' 

Montreal.—The officiul list of the 
dead sof the Webbwood wreck, issued 
yy Vice-President McNicoll from UC. 
. R. headquarters shows that thirty- 
one people lost their lives in the wreck 
and that the number of dead may be 
increased by later reports as advices 
to the C. P. R. state that the work 
of extricuting the first class car from 
the river has not yet been completed, 
ntl it is feared that more bodies may 
be found in the submerged car, Most 
uf The victins of the accident met 
ideath from drowning, nine dying from 
injuries received by the second class 
cur coltiding with the bridge. 

The report that the victims were in- 
jured by the fire which’ destroyed the 
car are denied. According to advices 
received by the company there are 
{twenty injured in the hospital at Sud- 
bury, most of them suffering from 
minor injuries. 

The Canadian Pacific will hold an 
enquiry into the cause of the accident, 
all thut is known so far being that the 
fourth coach from the engine left the 
track about 300 feet east of the bridge. 

Sudbury.—The worst wreck in the 
history of the C.P.R, occurred on the 
800 branch at the bridge crossing the 
Spanish river at 1.10 o'clock on Friday 
afternoon, in which 31 passengers were 
killed and many injured, 

The Spanish river is 38 miles from 
Sudbury and is crossed by the C, P. 
R. with an iron bridge. When the 
train left Sudbury at 12 noon it car- 
tied about one hundred persons. The 
train was made up as follows: 

Engine, mail and baggage car, ex- 
press, second cliss coach, colonist, 
first class coach, diner and Pullman. 

The bridge was approached ut a 
{uir rate of specd and the engine, mail, 
buggage and express curs had gone 
on to the structure, when from rea- 
sons not yet ascertained the trucks 
jumped the track. 

The second cluss coach split in two 
ns clean as though cut with a knife, 
and the momentum of the train car- 
ried the half of the second class coach 
with its passengers, to safety, The 
colonish car, first class car and diner 
went down the bank into the river, 
the Pullman falling over on its side. 


Accidents Due to Overloading Vessels 

Detroit, Mich, — That overloading 
of vessels is the cause of the largest 
nercentage of accidents on the great 
lakes, was brought out by speakers at 
a meeting of the Creat Lakes’ Pro- 
jteetive association here recent'y. To 
relieve owners of strongly’ constructed 
ships from paying premiums on losses 
to lower grade ships a classification 
committee similsr to that of the 
Lloyd’s was recommended.

Edmund Hoyle was an English- 
man, born near Halifax in the year} 
1672. Nearly 160 years before his birth | 
there had been invented a game Of 
cards which was originally called 
“triumph.” Its early history is ob- 
scure, as is the case with nearly all 
games at cards, but it was almost 
certainly English in its English game. 
The name was gradually shortened 
into “trump,” and Shakespeare puns 
upon it in “Antony and Cleopatra.” 

“Trump” became very popular, 
but again the name was changed— 
it is not known precisely when—to 
“whisk,” and later still to “whist,” 
the word “trump” being retained to 
denote a card of the leading suit. 
Differences at play often led to vio- 
lent disputes and sometimes even to 
duels, and it was left for Hoyle to es- 
tablish all the points of game 
with real authority. 

Hoyle was of good family and was 
educated to be a barrister. His mind 
was essentially a Joygen mind—keen, 
eens and logical. Living in 

ndon, he became greatly interested 
in the game of whist and gave to it 
the same thought and care which he 
would have given to an important 
case in court. Every evening he met 
with a eels company of whist play- 
ers at the Crown coffee house in Bed- 
ford row, where some of the deepest 
players and most distinguished men 
about town used to gather. 

Hoyle’s acumen and the serious 
thought which he had given to the 
game made his oni on any dis- 

utely final. His 
name was noised abroad throughout 
London, and a great many people 
used to come to him, begging him to 
give them lessons in whist. Finally, 
for the use of his paris. he wrote a 
book, which he called ‘A Short Trea- 
tise on Whist,” in which was embod- 
ied his notion of the correct way of 
playing the game. 
oyle continued to give instruc- 
tion in whist, and he also wrote books 
Ttelating to other games at cards. The 
rules that he laid down were accepted 
by everyone, so that when any dis- 
pute arose it was always decided ‘‘ac- 
cording to Hoyle.” He lived to be 97 
years of age, dying in 1769.

A STRANGE DOOR KNOCKER 


Bella Coola Indian Relic te an Excel. 
lent Piece of Craftsmanship. 


Perhaps the strangest door knocker 
in the world may be seen in the pagan 
Indian village at Bella Coola, ubout 
half way up the coast of British Uol- 
umbia, 

It consists of a wooden cafving re- 
presenting a man. The arms are mov- 


| able, and between the hands is held 
; & knocker apparently so formed us 


to represent the stone hammer the 
Bellu Coolus used generations ago 
Across the knees is a board, like purt 
of the wooden drum these Indiuns 
formerly used much more extensively 
than to-duy, When the arms are rais- 
ed the hammerlike knocker inay be 
dropped so as to make a territic 
knocking on the board. 

This figure, instead of being fasten- 
ed on the door of the house, stunds 
above it, but the doorway is low and 
the knocker is easily reached. Above 
the door is an interesting inscription, 
the pride of his family, This has 
been put up in honor of one of his 
ancestors and it-reads: 


“In memory of Chief Clelamen who | 


died July 1803, aged 50 yeurs. He was 
honest and well disposed, and respect- 
ed by both whites and Indians. In 
Deceniber ’92 he gave away with the 
help of his sons Alexander and John- 
hy, property in blankets, canoes, etc., 
valued at 4,000 dollars this being his 
eighth lars potlutch and feast that 
he had held.” 

This sign is painted and was appar- 
ently mude by a white man, but the 
wording and the arrangement of the 
lines show that the work was done to 
order, 

The reference to the giving away of 
blankets and canovs is churacteristic 
of these people. By so doing they 

ained not only a aristocratic position 
in the tribe but also credit, for the 
property was always returned with in- 
terest and feasting in due course ot 


time. 

At first this latter fact was not un- 
derstood by the missionaries and In- 
dian agents, who supposed that the 
potlatch wus a boastful wasting of 
property. They caused a law to be 
passed in British Columbia making 11 
a criminal offence to give a potlatch, 
and many Indians have been impris- 
oned for disobeying the law by con- 
tinuing their forefathers’ methods ot 
financial investment, but nowadays 
the law is no longer enforced. 

Sometimes property was given away 
for the benefit of sons or daughters. 
When they became a certain age they 
had in consequence an aristocratic 
position and credit of which they were 
so proud as are the sons of families 
of social position in London or else- 

here. This class of potlatch may be 
likened to endowment insurance. 

Occasionally property was given 
away where no return was expected. 
It was then mostly food, with a few 
dresses, bracelets and similar articles, 
just as white swells give dinners with 
tavor, souvenirs and birthday or wed- 
ding presents. Such giving away the 
Indians of the whole coast’ call a 
cultus potlatch, cultus meaning use- 
less and indicating that no investment 
hus been made or return ex 

Potlatches of one kind or the other, 
according to the proprieties of the oc- 
casion, ure given at Ore wed- 
dings or when neighboring tribes ure 
brought together. 


Prisoner’s Dock From Instinct. 
The relation of stories in which a 
judge. figured recalled an occasion a 
ood many yen ago when Justice 
StacMuhon held the Assize Court in 


the old court house on Adelaide street, | 


Toronto. The room was so arranged 
that when the clerk of the court called 
the name of each juryman selected to 
take his place in the jury box, he had 
to walk the length of the room from 
behind the rail, back of which spec- 
tutors sat, to reach his own enclosure. 
In doing 80 he passed the prisoner's 
dock, 

On this occasion the clerk called out 
the name of a juror, and the latter 
left his seat, but apparently did not 
know where to sit. 

“Get into the box,’’ called out one 
of the constables after him, The juror 
walked half the length of the room 
till he reached the prisoner’s dock, 
when he stopped, opened the gate and 
walked in and seated himself. There 
was a laugh at the expense of the 
juryman, but Judge MacMahon whis- 
pered to one of the officials to scruti- 
nize the identity of the man. It was 
soon discovered that he was an old 
hand in court, having been three. times 
convicted of offences, He followed his 
natural instinct in hustling into the 
box when spoken to sharply. 


Flags of War. 

There has just been deposited in 
the archives department a number ot 
flugs which good Canadians will re- 
vere, ‘They were borne by loyal men 


in the war of 1812, and, blood-besmear- 7§ 
ed and bullet-torn, are hanging on the | 


walls of the new building, set aside 
as sacred to Canadian history. 

The flugs are those of the 4th and 
6th Regiments of the incorporated 
militia of Upper Canada, the 100th 
Artillery, the Royal Emigrants, the 
lst Canadian Regiment, the Quebec 
militia of 1775, and the Royal Engi- 
heers, 

The flags of the 1st Regiment, the 
4th Regiment, und the Quebec Militia 
are badly tattered and torn and indi- 
cate the severity of their engage- 
ments. 

The two flags of the Royal Emi- 
grants are curious. They are home- 
made, woven on small worsted square 
made, woven on small worsted 
squares, with poles of lances. All of 
the flags were given to Dr. Doughty's 
care by the Militia Department,
